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Mortgage Madness 


Whether or not house mortgate rates 
do go up to the threatened 14 per-cent, they 
are already at an intolerable level from the 
standpoint of the young married couple 
trying to set up home, and they make an 
utter mockery of Tory slogans about a 
‘property-owning democracy’. 

The mortgage rates are of course 
basically a product of a dishonest as well as 
unworkable financial system. We are told by 
the building societies that their rates must 
be increased because of the need to pay out 
a higher dividend to investors, this in turn 
being caused by the greater rates being paid 
by the banks to their depositors, thus 
attracting investment to the banks and away 
from the building societies. The banks at the 
same time can only sustain this higher rate 
for depositors, so they say, by shoving up 
their rates to borrowers — despite the fact 


that banks have had a record year for profits. 

Both rates — building societies and 
banks — are at the same time affected by the 
inflationary spiral. As people’s money is 
going to be worth a good deal less next year 
than this year they must get a return for 
their investment that is going to allow for 
that fact and still yield them a worthwhile 
profit. 

Finally, the basic capital cost of a house 
has doubled in a very short time, due, we are 
told, mainly to the rocketing demand for 
land and the decreasing supply. 

All these facts make the prospect of 
house ownership increasingly remote for all 
except those in the highest income groups. 

We regard this situation as a disgrace. 

To begin with, it cannot be by any 
natural law that the price of land for house- 
building has gone up to the extent that it 
has. Population increase and normal 
economic development over the past 20 
years can be expected to make land mar- 
ginally more scarce, but set against this is the 
fact that most modern building is multi- 
storey and enables far more home and office 
space to be provided from the same acreage 
than 20 years ago. 

Only the fact of rampant and un- 
controlled property speculation can explain 
the absurd rise in land ‘values’. It is time to 
abandon all hope that this can be set right 
by normal market forces of supply and 
demand. Legislation must be introduced to 
eliminate the land speculator and this must 
be ruthlessly enforced. If we do not wish to 
go to the socialist extreme of nationalisation 
of all land, firm controls over land prices is 
the only answer. An act of parliament 
should peg the basic price of land and should 
allow profits on its sale to reflect only the 
cost of development plus a reasonable in- 
vestor’s margin — no more. 
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The other need is for all financial 
institutions, including banks and building 
societies, to be brought firmly under state 
control, if not ownership. The only factor 
governing the price and availability of homes 
should be, apart from land itself, the 
readiness of bricks and mortar and the man- 
power and skills necessary to put them to 
use. 

Perhaps before any of these principles 
can be put into practice Britain will need 
political leaders who are freed from the 
great superstition of modern times — that 
financial forces must regulatéd what it is 
physically possible to produce. The reverse 
is the only true rule of sane economics. 


Inexplicable Creed 


So much for President Allende’s 
‘democratic’ marxist regime in Chile. After 
a period of almost unprecedented national 
strife and chaos, accompanied by total 
economic breakdown, the regime succumbed 
to an army coup with the President himself 
committing suicide. 

We are thus still waiting, 56 years after 
the Russian Revolution, for evidence that a 
communist society can work and survive by 
other means than police terror and the 
holding of the populace in chains. As these 
words are written, Russia is proving by the 
persecution of her dissenters that these 
measures are as necessary to the preservation 
of the communist state as they were in the 
days of Lenin and Stalin. 

Yet there are still tens of thousands 
of mentally stunted people in the centres of 
learning of Britain and other parts of the 
West who anticipate the eventual communist 
utopia, eagerly welcoming Marx as ‘new’ 
although he spewed forth his doctrines a 
century ago and in doing so said little that 
wasn’t said by the leisured philosopher class 
of Athens several hundred years B.C.! 

The fact that a creed can survive in 
strength in such circumstances could only 
be explained by the utter barrenness of 
established Western alternatives. 


Conspiracy Hushed Up? 


When US presidential contender George 
Wallace was shot last year all the leading 
organs of news and opinion bent over back- 
wards to establish that the guilty assailant 
was just a lone ‘oddball’ and no part of any 
organised political conspiracy. We remained 
highly sceptical. 

Now information has come to light in 
America which proves conclusively that the 
would-be assassin, Arthur Bremer, had ex- 
tensive communist connections and that he 
was almost certainly working to orders. The 
evidence comes from Mr. Alan Stang, who 
carried out an extensive enquiry on behalf 
of American Opinion magazine. The enquiry 


established first of all that Bremer had been 
known to have extreme left-wing sympathies 
while still at school in Milwaukee. He 
became in due course a member of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, a red front 
organisation formed to give legal protection 
to subversive elements just like our own 
‘National Council for Civil Liberties’. 

Later Bremer was known to have 
attended Black Power meetings and to have 
been in close contact with several notorious 
left-wing leaders in his locality, including 
representatives of the Trotskyite SDS 
(Students for a Democratic Society). In 
July 1971 an FBI agent saw him meet 
Michael Cullen, the best known of extreme 
left-wing leaders in Milwaukee, in a bar and 
obtain instruction from him on the ‘Fascist’ 
danger represented by Wallace. 

Part of the official verdict on Bremer 
was that he was mentally backward and had 
no friends. Stang’s evidence dug up many 
people who knew him well and could 
testify to the untruth of this assertion. He 
was known to have many friends and to be 
of above average intelligence. 

Further enquiries established that 
during April 1972 Bremer was seen at the 
Milwaukee station of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Ferry with another man identified 
variously as Kushmann, Cuzman, Cousins 
and Cossini and known to be a contact man 
for the left-wing terrorist ‘Weathermen’ 
organisation. This man was heard giving 
instructions to Bremer, who was heard 
replying “I told you, I know what to do.” 

After Wallace had been shot, it was 
learned that the FBI, having visited Bremer’s 
apartment, left it unguarded for several 
hours during which all kinds of souvenir 
hunters came and removed vital pieces of 
evidence. This is inconsistent with usual FBI 
efficiency. It was also known that local 
police authorities had the case taken out of 
their hands very early on and were instructed 
by federal agents not to pursue any further 
enquiries. 

Afterwards, when American Opinion 
had begun enquiries into the case and these 
enquiries had led them to Kushmann- 
Cuzman-Cousins-Cossini, the latter was found 
dead in a parked car over the Canadian 
border in Toronto. Someone was obviously 
keen to stop him talking! 

What is extraordinary is not that 
George Wallace was shot by Bremer in Laurel, 
Maryland, on May 15th 1972 but that no 
major newspaper or broadcasting network 
should have been prepared to give publicity 
to these background facts — or even to 
pursue themselves any serious enquiry into 
the case. Is it not strange that anything 
providing evidence of communist conspiracy 
should be so completely taboo in the press? 
Who is covering up for whom, and why?

Crackpot Thinking 


Whenever we have been asked to say 
whether Spearhead is in favour of ‘women’s 
lib’ we have replied that we cannot give a

has many aspects and like many other causes 
it is neither wholly good nor wholly bad. 

Impending legislation on the subject 
now being prepared by the Government, 
however, betrays much of the crackpot 
thinking of the totalitarian left. A law is 
being planned which will make it illegal 
for anyone to place an advertisement in a 
newspaper for a job while naming the sex of 
the applicant desired. 

This is about as helpful a law as that 
which forbids adverts carrying the words 
‘coloureds need not apply’; it does a dis- 
service to those very people it is intended to 
help. Once the law is in force women will go 
to the trouble of running after jobs which it 
is never intended that they should have. 
Employers will still be liable to give jobs to 
men if it is men that they want, and there is 
no way out of that problem except to pass 
further legislation compelling every employer 
to explain in detail why he gives a job to one 
person (a man) and not another (a woman). 
That is a step even further along the road to 
totalitarianism -— without even the one 
justification that totalitarians claim: that it 
makes for greater effieiency. 

Itisextraordinary that this Conservative 
Government is subject to perhaps the most 
absurd illusion of modern times — that you 
can by legislation alter one of the most basic 
human rights: the right to discriminate. 
Indeed no legislation can ultimately intrude

upon such a right — unless we are in the night- 
mare realm of 1984. But perhaps that is 
indeed where a lot of modern day Conser- 
vatives, as well as Socialists, would like to 
take us. 


What Does It All Cost? 


The community relations brigade is in 
ecstasies over what it calls the ‘success’ of 
an experiment in Bradford to teach English 
to Indian and Pakistani children. 

The city has set up eight special 
centres for infants aged 5 and over who 
speak little, if any, English. Teams of 
“dedicated teachers’ then put them through a 
course in English, after which they are 
supposed to be ready to attend school in the 
normal way. The teachers in turn have to 
learn the technique involved in this operation 
and attend what are called a ‘special re- 
sources centre’ and ‘workshops’ in the city, 
where they build up material for lessons. 
Apparently, the task of teaching a child 
enough English to make it ready for primary 
school takes about 18 months. 

Bradford is reckoned to have about 
8,000 immigrant children out of a total 
immigrant population of 40,000. Of these 
children 6,000 are of Asian families. This 
gives some idea of the dimensions of the’ 
operation in that city alone. 

If the scheme is put into effect every- 
where in the country where Asian children 
go to school the mind boggles at the size of 
the undertaking involved and the resultant 
expense. Isn’t this just another example of 
the attitude that there is not a single problem 
created by immigration that cannot be solved 
provided there is sufficient expenditure of 
the taxpayers’ money?

IN BRITAIN’S 


POLICE FORCE? 


FUNNY things seem to be afoot in 
Britain’s police force nowadays. In 
recent years height requirements for 
police recruits have been considerably 
lowered, despite the fact that young 
men in Britain are generally becoming 
taller with each succeeding generation. 
This has given rise to the question: is 
it part of a deliberate campaign to 
attract more immigrants into the 
police, since the average height of 
immigrant races, particularly Asians, 
is considerably less than that of the 
native British populace? 

That the police force is going flat 
out to attract more immigrants into 
its ranks has recently been candidly 
admitted by the Chief Constable 
Robert Mark. Mark was appointed to 
his post not very long ago on the basis 
of career credentials that are rather 
obscure as regards any special superior 
merit over other candidates. What 
credentials he does have seem to 
consist mainly of a liberal-progressive 
outlook on problems of crime and 
penology. He is, in short, a thorough 
‘establishment man’. 

Now further facts have come to 
light regarding the policies of the Mark 
regime. Recently details of a new 
system of intelligence and general 
knowledge tests for police applicants 
were released. After the reader has 
had a good laugh, he may ponder 
seriously on what type of new police 
officer is liable to be let loose on the 
public if such standards of entry 
prevail.

FORMING the backbone of a modern 
industrial society is an enormous array of 
sophisticated machinery and equipment. 
This machinery shapes and processes raw 
materials extracted from the earth and 
crops grown on the earth into our food, 
clothes, homes, cars, lighting, heating, books, 
television sets, etc.. 

All these machines have two things in 
common, they cost money to obtain and 
they all wear out. Successful productive 
enterprise demands therefore a large invest- 
ment of capital in this expensive machinery 
and plant. 

It is not however sufficient to buy the 
equipment and then forget the cost; it is 
necessary to set aside out of earnings a 
sufficient sum to pay for the cost of replace- 
ment in due course when it wears out or 
becomes obsolete. In the present climate of 
high taxation and inflation it is becoming 
nearly impossible to do so. 


TAXATION PLUS INFLATION DESTROYS 
PRODUCTION 


Take the case of a new company 
investing £10,000 in machinery which it 
anticipates will wear out or need replacing 
in 10 years. It would seem that setting aside 
from earnings an average sum of £1,000 per 
year for 10 years would provide £10,000 to 
purchase a new machine. 

Unfortunately, however, with inflation 
proceeding at the rate of 9 per-cent per year 
or more, the cost of a replacement in 10 
years will be not £10,000 but £23,700. 

Obviously allowance must be made for 
this and prudence suggests that one tenth of 
this, namely £2,370 per year, be set aside. 
This is unfortunate because it more than 
doubles the depreciation charge to be spread 
among the items produced and the price of 
each item must be increased accordingly. 


TAXATION ON INFLATION 


By this means, however, inflation 
appears to have been coped with at the 
expense of a higher charge to the customer 
but at the end of the first year’s trading when 
the accounts are submitted to the Tax 
Inspector it is immediately made clear that 
all he can allow for depreciation is the 
original cost, which if spread over 10 years 
is an allowance of £1000 per year. The 
additional £1,370 is treated as profit and 
taxed accordingly. 

Rates of taxation vary but Corporation 
Tax at 50% takes away half the amount 
provided to counteract inflation. 

The situation was bad enough at first 
sight but now it is obvious that double the 
proposed amount must be provided to meet 
this tax on inflation. The sum now required 
proves to be £1,000 depreciation plus £1,370 
inflation plus £1,370 tax on inflation totalling 
£3,740!, nearly four times what would

normally be necessary in a well run economy. 

Only producers with an exceptionally 
profitable product can possible charge to 
their customers a depreciation overhead of 
this magnitude and of course competition 
with overseas producers not similarly handi- 
capped becomes impossible. Imports grow 
and our industry withers. 


INTO THE HANDS OF FINANCE 


If as usually happens, depreciation 
allowances are made which take no account 
of inflation, the Company arrives at the end 
of 10 years with £10,000 in cash and the 
need to spend £23,700 to replace its worn 
out equipment. 

The usual answer to this dilemma is a 
loan from the bank, hire purchase or leasing. 
Some such arrangement is not difficult to 
make but the Company will no longer own 
its productive equipment and it faces very 
high interest charges on the loans. Sooner or 
later all Companies meet difficult times and 
these are made enormously more difficult 
when continuing interest payments must be 
made from reduced or negative earnings. At 
such times the risk of insolvency and 
collapse is considerably increased. 


PRODUCERS SUFFER BUT FINANCE 
PROSPERS 


Financial enterprises on the other hand 
do not suffer from this necessity to con- 
tinually replace depreciating assets; their 
assets are in prestige buildings in city centres 
which increase rather than decrease in value. 
Their lending business grows as Industry’s 
capital is taxed away, their stock in trade is 
other people’s money, the increase or de- 
crease in value of which does not affect 
them; it only passes through their hands. 

In the present situation, therefore, the 
scales are weighted heavily against any enter- 
prise making use of depreciating assets which 
must be regularly replaced. The cost of 
replacement always exceeds the original cost 
and taxation takes away a further sum 
equal to the amount of inflation. 

The producer of goods, the foundation 


of all our prosperity suffers a double in- 
flation which in the long run will drive him 
out of business or force him to work nearly 
entirely for financial interests. The better 
he equips himself with expensive machinery 
the worse his final situation could very well 
be. 


BLIND GOVERNMENT DESTROYS OUR 
INDUSTRY 


Successive Governments continuously 
exhort industry to increase investment in 
new machinery. They are wasting their 
breath! Industry cannot invest in the manner 
it would like; the wherewithal has been 
taxed away by inefficient governments un- 
able to do simple arithmetic or to see the 
results of their taxation policies when they 
stare them in the face. 

It is obvious for many reasons that 
inflation must be brought under control but 
in the meantime it is essential to protect the 
finances of our manufacturing industries. 

This is not difficult; it is in fact 
perfectly simple. One possible method is to 
allow all machinery and plant to be written 
up in value each year for tax allowance 
purposes by an amount equal to or more 
than the present rate of inflation say by 10 
per-cent. In this way it would be possible to 
put by each year a realistic amount for plant 
replacement which would not be subject to 
the ‘tax on inflation’. The new 100 per-cent 
allowances against tax in the first year for 
machines is useless in the long run; all it 
offers is the same total tax allowance as 
before but a little earlier. 

The present system is essentially a tax 
on capital, a tax on the most important 
capital we have — productive capital — and if 
continued must finally reduce us to a near 
peasant economy by destroying all that 
industry, both large and small, which needs 
high capital investment for its successful 
operation. 

Why, with Governments, both Socialist 
and Conservative so anxious to assist industrial 
investment have the scales been weighted for 
so long and so heavily against investment in 
productive machinery? Blind dogma in the 
case of the Socialists and sheerincapability in 
the case of the Conservatives?

As an E.E.P.U. (Plumbing Section) 
shop steward and also as the Honorary 
Secretary of the Bristol Branch of the 
National Front, I take great exception to 
Frank Chapple’s editorial slight against the 
National Front, which was contained in the 
June edition of Contact. Therefore, I would 
be grateful for space in the next edition in 
order to redress his subtle smear, which 
implicates that only the simple minded and 
credulous section of the electorate supports 
the National Front, and to put a contrary 
viewpoint from his rather naive concept of 
a modern trade union. 


FIRSTLY: 


The reason why the National Front 
succeeded in securing nearly 5,000 votes 
(16%) at the West Bromwich By-election, 
and why the number of votes cast in favour 
of National Front candidates standing in 
local ‘elections throughout the country is 
increasing every time, is not as Frank 
Chapple suggests, because the majority of 
people are looking for ‘simple answers’ to 
‘complex problems’, but because, as more 
and more of the electorate see through the 
‘tinsel’ which surrounds our present so-called 
“democracy” and then compare the really 
viable alternatives for getting Britain back on 
her feet again, which are contained in 
National Front policies, as opposed to the 
same old dreary prescriptions handed out at 
election time by the Labour, Liberal and 
Tory clique, they are finding at last a party 
which really represents the wishes of the 
majority of the British people, and which is 
prepared to make public policy what they 
have been advocating privately to themselves 
for years.

As though they were completely helpless to 
do anything to improve the position, when 
all the time they know that the real reason 
behind the monetary crises is the un- 
controlled issue of currency and credit, 
caused through the irresponsible handling 
of the nation’s wealth by the international 
Banking fraternity, who have such a rapacious 
stranglehold over Britain’s economy, as well 
as many other countries. The few exceptions 
such as Japan have managed so far to escape

their clutches and have turned the tables on 
them. So should we! “Examination in 
Depth” is what’s needed alright. But only by 
a government which has the courage and 
initiative to face, and act upon the real 
problems which cause inflation: the disgrace- 
ful business of the ‘Unpleasant and un- 
acceptable face of capitalism’ which was 
brought to light through the ‘Lonrho Affair’ 
did nothing to make the socialists any less 
guilty either. I find it hard to accept that 
the Labour Government, despite their record 
of ineptitude during their term of office, did 


not know of the existence of tax havens such 
as the Cayman Islands, and why they failed 
to curb this legitimate but ethically sordid 
method of tax evasion. And lest we forget, 
the unemployment figures were creeping up 
to the million mark long before the Labour 
Government suffered their last bout of 
apoplexy, and although now reduced, the 
number of people still unemployed is far 
from an acceptable level. 

On the Common Market issue, it has 
been proved that the majority of trade 
unionists in keeping with 80% of the British 
public were, and still are against entry into 
the E.E.C., yet the Labour Party promises 
only to seek to alter the terms of entry if 
elected at the next General Election, instead 
of complying with the majority’s wishes, and 
withdrawing altogether. 


THIRDLY: 


I have always been given to understand 
that the function of a trade union was not 
only to strive for improved wages and 
conditions for its members, but to also 
campaign for issues which affect the general 
welfare of its members and their families’ 
future security, inside and outside their 
place of work. However during my lifetime, 
I have witnessed events which have not only 
seriously endangered the very livelihood

And while many elderly folk 
dread going out alone for fear of being 
‘mugged’, our children’s moral values are 
being warped by the extensive liberalisation 
of the classroom and the lure of perversion 
through the influences of the television and 
and film industry. Frank Chapple states 
that he is encouraged by the increased status 
attainment for women! Yet to stand outside 
most cinemas and bookstalls anyone would 
think that women’s emancipation from male 
domination has been gained, only to be lost 
again to the evil clutches of lesbianism, such 
has the image of the fairer sex been debased 


by the film and lurid magazine industry. 


FOURTHLY: 


Both Labour and Tory Governments 
have done little to ease the housing and 
nursery school shortage, while the hospital 
and welfare services are at near breaking 
point caused through successive governments’ 
failing to keep pace with the increased 
demand for new hospitals, schools and 
welfare facilities, which has been aggravated 
by the inducement of ever increasing numbers 
of immigrants into Britain. Here in Bristol 
we have a hospital for mentally sub-normal 
patients called Stoke Park, where the shortage 
of ward space at night is so acute that 
patients have to practically climb over each 
other’s beds to get to the toilet, and it has 
long been ‘accepted’ by the public to wait 
three hours or more to see a specialist at the 
out-patients department at most hospitals. 


FINALLY: 


The real tragedy underlining the pro- 
gressive social and economic decadence which 
has seized post-war Britain like a ravenous 
cancer, is that while all this has been going 
on, the trade union movement with its once 
proud tradition of unity of purpose, and with 
increasing strength and power, has failed 
through weak and divided leadership to 
consistently speak out and influence Parlia- 
ment, regarding the fundamental mistakes 
made by Labour and Tory Governments, who 
have erased so much of the British way of 
life which in former days earned us the 
world’s respect, but which now, through the 
expedient folly of Labour, Liberal and Tory 
politicians, not only threatens the very 
existence of our national identity, but 
seriously undermines the future well-being 
of our childrens’ future welfare. Fortunately, 
with the formation of the National Front 
seven years ago, we now have a political 
party in Britain today which seems to have 
the guts to consistently speak out against this 
decline, and which holds out great promise 
for a reversal of this trend, and it is because 
the National Front holds out hope for 
Britain’s future, that its support, particularly 
from the working class, will continue to 
increase. 

The British Trade Union Movement has 
a record second to none for improving the 
general working conditions of its members 
which makes me proud to be a member for 
that reason alone. But I am afraid that the 
traditional appeals from the Unions to sup- 
port the Labour Party are now seen as heresy 
by many members like myself, who now see 
their combined struggle for improved all- 
round conditions more realistically attained 
through a National Front Government.

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“COLOURED immigrants are no more in- 
volved in crime than the rest of the people 
in Britain.” 

Who says so? The House of Commons 
Select Committee on Race Relations. 

Its report on police/immigrant relations 
couldn’t be plainer: “Of all the police forces 
from whom we took evidence not one had 
found that crime committed by coloured 
people was proportionally greater than that 
by the rest of the population. Indeed in 
some places it was somewhat less.” 

Obviously the Select Committee is 
happy, but had it looked more closely at its 
own evidence, it may have felt some of the 
doubts that worry many Britons. 

For few of the police forces questioned 
had any statistics. They were giving im- 
pressions of the levels of black/white crime 
— not the facts. 

And the lack of solid facts is one 
reason for unease. 

One of the police impressions was that 
Asians are much less involved in crime than 
West Indians. 

So, if this is true, one does not have to 
be a logician to work out that if all coloured 
immigrants together commit as much crime 
proportionally as whites then West Indians 
are top of the criminal leage. 

This conclusion would not surprise the 
people who have been mugged in the black 
areas of London. 

The British Transport Police do not 
collect black/white crime statistics either. 
But aspokesman told me that of all robberies 
and thefts from the person on the London 
Underground, he reckoned 50 per-cent were 
committed by young West Indians. And in 
the Stockwell-Oval-Kennington-Brixton axis 
a frightening 75 per-cent of muggings are by 
blacks. 

In 1971 coloured people, who make 
up 12.5 per-cent of the local population, 
committed 15.3 per-cent of all serious crimes 
in Notting Hill but only 6.7 per-cent of 
minor crimes. 

Add serious and minor crimes together 
and, happily for the Select Committee, 
immigrants commit only 10.2 per-cent of 
all crimes. 

Notting Hill’s experience is confirmed 
over at Holloway by Chief Superintendent 
C. B. Mercer. 

Asked if blacks committed more 
violent crimes he said: “In ‘N’ Division, 
particularly my own sub-division which is 
Holloway, I would say that robbery and 
theft from the person are much more likely. 
There is a higher ratio of coloured to 
white.” 

Yet the division’s figures show that in 
an area where 11.6 per-cent are black, only 
6.1 per-cent of all crimes are committed by 
blacks. 

It is not only in the streets and sub- 
ways, however, that white people fear and 
receive black violence. If they have a black 
landlord they may get it in their homes. 

The Metropolitan Police Commis-

Crime, Immigrants 
and the Press 


sioner’s report for last year tells of 1090 
cases of harassment and/or unlawful eviction 
reported under section 30 of the Rent Act, 
1965. 

The Commissioner says: “Only 21 
revealed an apparent element of racial an- 
tagonism against coloured tenants by white 
landlords.” 

But in 47 cases, “there appeared to be 
a degree of racial hostility against white 
tenants by coloured landlords.” 

Drugs are another worry. The Select 
Committee says coloured immigrants are not 
“generally more concerned in violence, 
prostitution and drugs.” 

Perhaps the Committee did not notice 
the evidence from the Police College where 
the course on Race Relations and Immigration 
has four lecture periods devoted to drugs and 
where all the lectures are stated to “relate to 
or impinge on race relations and immig- 
ration.” 

Mr. Peter Brodie, late assistant com- 
missioner at Scotland Yard, could have told 
them (The Times, July 4, 1970) that can- 
nabis is used to pay for pre-arranged illegal 
entries into this country. 

And the Chief Constable of Bradford 
has stated that his city is Britain’s main 
selling place for the drug — imported direct 
from Pakistan. One consignment, he told 
students at Bradford University, weighed 
7 cwt. 

But these instances, serious as they 
may be, are not a rounded picture. We still 
know too little about immigrant crime. 

I asked the Metropolitan Police why 
detailed statistics were not kept and got the 
stock answer: “They are all citizens. We do 
not differentiate.” 

The Home Office, who could call the 
tune, blamed the piper: ““We do not have the 
machinery to collect statistics. The police 
collect crime figures.” 

But even if figures were kept, there 
would still be problems of validity and 
interpretation. 

For one thing, less than half the crimes 
known to have been committed are cleared 
up. 

It may be that blacks, a tight com- 
munity, are less helpful to the police and 
that less black crime than white leads to an 
arrest. 

Certainly 60 per-cent of West Indians 
questioned in Brent in May 1971 told the 
National Opinion Poll that they thought the 
police “picked on them”. Even the Asians, 
of whom only 15 per-cent questioned 
thought the police picked on them, can 


hardly be expected to be open. For in their 
own country the police are notoriously 
brutal. 

And we are all aware that the Home 
Secretary has told the police to soft-pedal on 
rounding up illegal immigrants for fear of 
upsetting community relations. 

This is the nearest thing to an amnesty. 
Imagine an order going out: “Do not actively 
pursue thieves for fear of upsetting police- 
thief relationships.” 

But because the problem is not an easy 
one we should not shirk from tackling it. The 
truth must out. 

The police’s hands are tied by the Home 
Office and the Home Office just doesn’t 
want to know. 

The press is under great pressure not 
to mention racial incidents. Race riots in 
America are news. But race riots over council 
house allocations in Toxteth, Liverpool, are 
skimmed over. On a smaller scale, in my 
first week on a Bradford newspaper a court 
report I wrote on a racial gang fight did not 
appear. The editor, for whom I have great 
respect, since became a leading community 
relations figure. 

He and many like him respond over- 
zealously to appeals by bodies such as the 
Community Relations Commission, whose 
annual report published last month states: 

“Newspaper editors and television and 
radio management have constantly to re- 
assess whether the tone of a piece is likely 
to provoke racial tension and whether the 
racial overtones ascirbed to a particular event 
are in fact all relevant to its real im- 
plications.” 

Sound advice, perhaps, but where a 
community suspects its Press is not telling the 
truth, then incalculable harm can be done 
to race relations. 

Some newspapers, especially the Daily 
Mail, try objectively to report not just race 
but many other current problems. Others, 
especially the Sunday Times, seem to have 
an Orwellian motto, “Immigrants good; 
critics bad.” 

The crux of the matter is this: that 
neither high Home Office officials nor most 
newspapermen have to live among immig- 
rants. 

Yet the people who do are learning 
what immigration is coming to mean. 

More of them are joining the National 
Front and it is up to them in their own 
areas to form study groups to dig out and 
publicise the facts. 

It seems they are the only ones who 
will do it.

Irotskyite Influence Behind 


IRA London Bombings 


LONDON AND BIRMINGHAM have now started 
to sample the agony of Belfast, Londonderry and 
other cities in Northern Ireland. Since the middle 
of August bombs and incendiary devices have been 
planted in department stores, shopping precincts, 
office blocks and railway stations with callous dis- 
regard for the lives of ordinary folk. Already 
several innocent and politically unimportant 
civilians have been severely injured. 

Because of the style of manufacture of the 
bombs concerned, because telephone warnings 
(where given} have been issued by persons using 
Irish accents, and because it is thought that one or 
two of the bombers who have been spotted are of 
Irish appearance, the blame for the bombings has 
been given to the IRA provisionals. 

Certainly there is every good reason for 
believing that the IRA are involved in the bombings 
and for believing that they have supplied the equip- 
ment and the know-how to make the bombs, if 
not the finished product, but there is also good 
reason for believing that persons and groups, other 
than trained IRA terrorists are also involved in the 
current murderous campaign. 

For one thing, when Sean MacStiofain, 
perhaps the most fanatical of the IRA leaders, was 
questioned about the London bombing campaign 
he declared that if the IRA was carrying out the 
operation “London would already be a smoking 
ruin.” On the basis of the ‘achievements’ of 
terrorists under his command in Ulster during 
recent years this was not a vain comment, and it 
may be interpreted to mean that supporters of the 
IRA, other than IRA members, who as yet are 
amateurs in the matter of bombs and bomging, 
were immediately responsible. 

For another thing, the current bombing 
campaign started with the placing of crude and 
ineffgetive incendiary devices in West End depart- 
ment stores. If the IRA were choosing the targets 
it is probable that they would direct their energies 
to placing substantial bombs in or near military 
installations or Government offices, as exampled 
by last year’s IRA bomb attack against the 
Parachute Regiment’s mess at Aldershot. 

But attacks on smart ‘bourgeois’ depart- 
ment stores are much more the kind of target to 
be psychologically favoured by London-based Left 
Wing extremists of the Angry Brigade type. . 
militant Left Wingers who only see the troubles in 
Northern Ireland as a tinder-box for revolutionary 
disruptions throughout the whole of the United 
Kingdom. 


WHY NO “IN DEPTH” STUDIES 


With these matters in mind, one, has cause 
to wonder why none of the national newspapers or 
TV networks which have claimed to have done ‘in 
depth’ studies of the current bombing campaign 
have ignored a report carried in the July 28th issue 
of the rabidly anti-British weekly newspaper pub- 
lished in Britain for the Irish community called 
the Irish Post. 

The report declared that the Sinn Fein 
Provisionals (which is the self-proclaimed political 
wing of the Provisional IRA) had established a front 
organisation for mobilising support for the IRA. 
This front organisation is based in London and is 


called the Anti-Internment Ad Hoc Committee. 

Represented on the governing body of the 
A-IAHC are spokesmen from the following 
organisations: — 

Sinn Fein (Provisionals); Irish Civil Rights 
Association; the Anti-Internment League; the 
Belfast Ten Defence Committee; the Northern 
Ireland Civil Rights Association; Clann na h’Eireann; 
the United Ireland Association; the Northern 
Minorities Defence Association; the International 
Marxist Group; the International Socialists; the 
Irish Republican Party; and Peoples’ Democracy. 

The new organisation represents one of the 
most disturbing and ugly consortia of self-confessed 
revolutionaries, anarcho-communists, terrorists and 
anti-British political thugs to be seen for many a 
long year. How the fact of their coming together 
to form a united front only a month before the 
bombing campaign in London and Birmingham 
started without achieving press comment beggars 
the imagination. 

Even more significant for those who study 
Left Wing revolutionary groups is the fact that 
Trotskyite organisations or known Trotskyite 
front groups comprise the largest single ideological 
block on the A-IAHC governing body — they even 
outnumber IRA front organisations. 


WHAT ARE TROTSKYITES? 


At the stage, and for the benefit of new- 
comers to the political scene, it is well to give a 
brief explanation of what “Trotskyites” are. 
Trotskyites are people who support the ideology 
of Karl Marx, but who are much more Left Wing 
in terms of ideas, and much more extreme in terms 
of tactics, than Moscow-orientated communist 
parties. 

Trotskyites, as the name suggests, are 
followers of Leon Trotsky (real name Bronstein) 
one of the main architects of the 1917 Russian 
Revolution. Trotsky was ultimately driven out of 
Russia by Stalin because Trotsky wanted to 
provoke immediate communist revolutions through- 
out the world, whilst Stalin wanted to consolidate 
communism in Russia first, before communising 
the rest of the world by means of armed aggression 
and subversion. 

It was Trotskyite organisations which pro- 
voked the riots and strikes which reduced much of 
France to anarchy and near revolution in 1968, 
under the inspiration of ‘German’ Trotskyite 
student Danny Cohn-Bendit. When the rioting and 
disturbances began in Northern Ireland three years 
ago it was reported that numerous Trotskyite 
revolutionaries from Paris travelled to Belfast and 
Londonderry in order to train Republican mobs in 
the arts of street fighting, petrol bomb-making and 
urban mayhem. 

Which are the Trotskyite groups on the 
governing body of the Anti-Internment Ad Hoc 
Committee? 
ie The International Marxist Group. The 
leader of the I.M.G. is the notorious Tariq Ali, the 
Oxford-educated son of one of Pakistans’s most 
rapacious landlords, who also claims to be ‘‘a 
Marxist”. The IMG is the British Section of a 
world-wide Trotskyite network called the Fourth 
International, which is based in Belgium. Fourth 


International groups were heavily involved in the 
near revolution in Paris in 1968 

The IMG issued a very tongue-in-cheek 
statement recently in which it said that it did not 
support and was not involved in the London 
bombings because it did not feel that they were 
effective from a ‘“‘tactical” point of view. The 
statement went on to say, however, that the IMG 
supportéd the right of the Irish people to use 
physical violence against Britain, and would give 
“sympathetic consideration” to any appeal from 
any bomber who approached them seeking refuge. 

A prominent member of the IMG — an adult 
student at a teachers’ training college in London — 
recently boasted that the executive of the IMG 
have been holding regular conferences with London 
officials of the Provisional IRA every month for the 
past year. IMG publications, such as the recently 
defunct Red Mole and the new Red Weekly, have 
given unremitting support not just to the political 
intentions of the IRA, but to all their savage acts 
of terrorism. 

So far from being opposed to violence, the 
IMG has constantly advocated mass acts of violence 
against patriotic organisations such as the National 
Front. Indeed, the IMG was the instigator of an 
organisation called the Ad Hoc Committee Against 
Racialism, to which many of the organisations 
which support the Anti-Internment Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee belong, and which was specifically set up to 
organise acts of mob violence against pro-British 
demonstrations. (See reports in numerous back 
issues of Spearhead during the past year.). 

The International Socialists. The leader of 
the IS is another foreigner, this time an Israeli 
citizen, who operates under the name of ‘Tony 
Cliff? but whose real name is Ygael Gluckstein. 
While the IS is not a member of the Fourth 
International, it works very closely with the IMG, 
and indeed any other Left Wing group short of 
members and self-respect, such as the Young 
Communist League and numerous constituency 
associations of the Labour Party. The IS also has 
international links, and was prominently involved 
in the campaign to allow the German Trotskyite 
Rudi Deutschke to stay in Britain. 

IS publications such as the Socialist Worker, 
like IMG publications, have also printed statements 
declaring that the current bombing campaign is 
“tactically wrong’. However, the statement is 
humbug since the IS has given constant support to 
every action of the IRA over the years, and works 
closely with IRA front organisations such as Clann 
na h’Eireann. 

So far from opposing violence, the IS has a 
reputation, even among Left Wing organisations, of 
being pathologically keen on ultra-violence. The 
IS also associated itself with the Anti-Racialist Ad 
Hoc Committee, and through its close association 
with Clan na h’Eireann tried to mobilise the Irish 
community in Leeds for a mob assault on a 
National Front march in Huddersfield last March. 

The Special Branch of Scotland Yard have 

obviously good reason to believe that the IS is 
deeply implicated with the Provisional IRA, for the 
homes of six leading IS members were dawn-raided 
by SB officers immediatley after the bombing of 
the Parachute Regiment’s mess in Aldershot last 
year. 
3. The Anti-Internment League. The Anti- 
Internment League is nothing more nor less than 
an International Socialist front organisation. It is 
led by IS member John Grey, who is currently on 
trial charged with conspiracy to cause a riot 
following violent incidents at Downing Street 
during an Anti-Internment League demonstration, 
when Police were viciously assaulted by hundreds 
of demonstrators wielding banner poles and splin- 
tered wood. 

Also charged with John Grey is Bowes Egan, 
a Trotskyite and experienced agitator who helped 
set in motion the “Civil Rights” campaign in 
Northern Ireland in 1969/70 which paved the way 
for the main IRA ‘military’ campaign. 

Peoples Democracy. This group was set up 
in the first instance by Trotskyite students at 
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BORN at the turn of the century, Arthur 
Kenneth Chesterton M.C. died on August 
16th last in his seventy-fourth year. My 
first meeting with him was in 1933; and I 
saw him for the last time — in company with 
the Chairman of the National Front — as a 
dying man. Fully aware of his impending 
fate, he accepted the position with a typically 
courageous composure and purposeful mental 
control. He passed away four days later. 
The demise of AK — for as such he 
was known by his many friends — marks the 
end of a great patriot’s life. It can be divided 
between his service to King and Country by 
fighting in the two bloodiest world wars 
recorded in history and, secondly, by the 
tremendous energy and skill he put into the 
dangerous — though bloodless — battle he 
fought against the insidious International 
money monopoly whose purpose, among 
others, was the utter destruction of Britain’s 
premier position in the world. During our 
forty years of friendship I had known the 
man at close quarters. In consequence I was 
able to comprehend the power of his written 
word and, thereby, his leadership which 
became so impressive that the mass media, 
in obedience to its ultimate masters, became 
fearful and began a total and cowardly 
boycott of everything he wrote or said. 
When only sixteen he faked his age by 
two years which enabled him to join the 
army in its fight during the 1914—1918 war. 
He soon found himself in the African conti- 
nent where, as a private, he fought in the 
tough expedition that destroyed the Germans 
in East Africa. That done, he returned to 
Great Britain, became a commissioned officer 
and, at nineteen, was a Company Commander 
and engaged the enemy by an attack on the

alleged impregnable Hindenburg Line. For 
his bravery in that encounter he was awarded 
the Military Corss. 

The first war over, Chesterton found 
his way back to South Africa where he led 
the bayonet attack on and the defeat of the 
red revolt on the Witwatersrand in Fordburg. 

Then followed his exploits during the 
1939—1945 war. Though no longer a young 
man, he was in the vanguard of the fighting 
which led to the rout of the Italians in 
Somaliland and Abyssinia. That concluded 
his military services. 

Coming now to Chesterton’s fight for 
British survival, it is necessary to appreciate 
that he had been a keen student of Inter- 
national affairs since the First World War. 
Furthermore it should be recalled that he 
inherited the family tradition, set by his 
cousin, G. K. Chesterton, and became a 
writer — a lord of language and a master of 
prose. 


WALL STREET CRASH 


It was not surprising, therefore, that 
between the wars, he held several good 
journalistic appointments. In the middle of 
this period there occurred the well organised 
Wall Street financial crash when unemploy- 
ment in Britain reached the three million 
mark. Due to the ensuing distress and the 
then Labour Government’s ineptitude in 
dealing with it, Oswald Mosley resigned from 
office and parliament. 

Soon Mosley had created the British 
Union movement which, as part of its 
programme, launched an attack on the 
financial institutions which caused the abject 
poverty in most of Britain and elsewhere. 
This was right up Chesterton’s street, so to 
say; whereupon he joined Mosley and quickly 
became one of his three principal aides. He 
edited the movement’s weekly journal Action; 
gave powerful lectures on public speaking, 
and toured the country giving rousing 
addresses to packed audiences in which he 
exhibited a masterful technique in delivery, 
power, and cold logic. (It was during all 
these events of 1933 that I met Chesterton 
for the first time.) Unfortunately the two 
strong men, Mosley and Chesterton disagreed. 
They parted and Chesterton returned to

journalism until World War Two called him 
back to the colours. 

Soon after returning to civilian life, 
Chesterton became Deputy Editor in 1945, 
of that famous weekly periodical Truth. 
Very soon the Editor — Collin Brooks — 
appointed him the principal leader writer 
and accorded him a free hand to interpret 
events in the light of what he knew to be the 
disguised master-policies of internationalism. 
Simultaneously he was editing London 
Tidings and, for five years, wrote a regular 
international-affairs article for the Journal 
of the Royal United Services Institution, 
until the War Office brought pressure to bear 
to have his articles suspended — in other 
words, stopped. 

All these activities covered a period of 
more than eight years. There can be no 
doubt that his work for Truth predominated 
and delighted those who had the wisdom or 
desire to perceive the seriousness of the 
internationalists’ challenge. But it annoyed 
and angered the Establishment and all those 
who stood to profit by the machinations 
taking place over a large area of the world. 

In those circumstances it was pathetic 
that the owners of Truth succumbed to a 
generous offer to sell the journal to Staples 
Press, who proceeded immediately to jettison 
its patriotic policy and substitute it by dull 
party stuff agreeable to the Conservative 
Central Office. 

At that point the Editor — Collin 
Brooks — and his deputy, Chesterton re- 
signed. Truth, under its new management, 
lost the support of all its old readers; the 
title became a misnomer. It died in its ill- 
fitting role after the publication of a few 
issues. 

Undismayed, Chesterton issued a state- 
ment entitled “Truth has been murdered”, 
which was circulated to all those old readers 
whose names and addresses were available. It 
contained an invitation for them to join in 
an endeavour to create a new journal to 
carry on the national work which had been 
brought to such an abrupt end. 


BIRTH OF CANDOUR 


The response to that appeal would 
have ended in disappointment but for the 
generous contribution of one thousand 
pounds by Mr. R. H. Jeffery — a wealthy 
Englishman residing in Chile. That en- 
couragement made it desirable for Chesterton 


to call a meeting to seek other sponsors. 
After a slow start, the turning point came 
when Lady Elizabeth Freeman, MBE, led 
the way by expressing her willingness to 
sponsor the new paper. Others followed. 
Thus was Candour born for the resumption 
of the fight to defend National Soveriegnty 
against the menace of international finance. 

After the first few issues Mr. Jeffery 
made another and larger contribution “‘free 
from strings”. This enabled the number of 
pages in Candour to be doubled. The steady 
progress that followed was sufficiently re- 
assuring for Chesterton to launch an 
association to give vocal support to the 
message projected in Candour. Hence the 
creation of the League of Empire Loyalists. 
And it was not long before the enthusiastic 
workers, with considerable panache, were 
able to achieve wide press coverage through 
word and deed — all of the events being 
created by Chesterton. 

Further financial aid came from many 
well wishers but Mr. Jeffery remained the 
lynch-pin of the continual progress. And so 
convinced of the ultimate success of Chester- 
ton’s powerful editorship he decided to make 
provision for its future. This took the form 
of a new will naming A. K. Chesterton as the 
sole heir to his considerable fortune (over 
£lm) giving him power to devote the 
proceeds from his estate for the furtherance 
of the cause in which he believed so firmly. 
He was then over eighty years of age and in a 
poor state of health. | 


SAD NEWS 


But disillusionment followed. Chester- 
ton had not received any acknowledgement 
of his recent monthly reports. Anxiety 
prevailed and ultimately Aidan Mackey, one 
of his colleagues, agreed to travel to Santiago 
to ascertain the position. He soon learnt 
that Mr. Jeffery had died a few weeks 
previously. 

This was indeed sad news; but further 
enquiries revealed that an unbelievable drama 
had been enacted. Two or three days prior 
to Mr. Jeffery’s death — and while he was 
lying unconscious, a woman — who alleged 
she was an illegitimate child of Mr. Jeffery — 
and her husband caused the dying man to 
execute a new will in their favour by affixing 
Mr. Jeffery’s thumb print to the document 
in the presence of an attorney which act, 
apparently, made the will legal in Chilean 


law. 

The drama did not end there. The man 
and woman proceeded to the Bank of Chile 
and, with the help of Mr. Jeffery’s own 
solicitor, withdrew the Chesterton will from 
the locked vault, took it away and, as was 
subsequently alleged, left it on an omnibus 
and lost it! 

There followed costly litigation 
covering several years financed by Lady 
Elizabeth Freeman and other supporters 
including Chesterton. In the Lower Court 
the case was lost on the grounds that the 
engrossed Chesterton will could not be 
produced (although an exact copy was sub- 
mitted as evidence) which decision was 
corroborated by the Appeal Court. That 
was the result of Phase I. 

Phase 2 constituted litigation brought 
by Chesterton against the Bank of Chile for 
neglect by failing to ensure the safety of the 
will entrusted to the care of the bank. In the 
Lower Court the verdict found Chesterton’s 
case proved on all points with the Judge 
recommending that the plaintiff be awarded 
full costs. The Bank of Chile appealed with 
the result that two judges reversed the 
decision of the Lower Court with one judge 
supporting it!!! That ended the drama; with 
many considerably poorer. 


BEGGING FOR MONEY 


It was a shattering blow to have been 
cut off entirely from Mr. Jeffery’s munifi- 
cence. The cash from Candour sales would 
not suffice by a large margin and advertise- 
ments for the journal were out of the 
question, since the media would not have 
any connections with an organisation de- 
bunking the world’s money-lenders. The 
only avenue remaining open was that of the 
subscribers and Chesterton at once made 
bold to tell them so. Many rallied to the call 
and from that moment until the death of 
Chesterton it was the sole source of revenue. 
The frequent begging for money was ab- 
horrent to A. K. Chesterton and most 
certainly was a serious addition to the many 
strains an ailing man was called upon to bear. 

Under the new circumstances the 
question arose as to what course should be 
adopted in relation to the League of Empire 
Loyalists. It had never been a political 
party but an association to awaken the 
people as to what was happening to their 
heritage. Bit by bit, it had been surrendered.

It was at this juncture that it seemed desirable 
to Chesterton that a merger opportunity 
that had occurred should be examined. The 
result was that the League amalgamated with 
the British National Party and became the 
National Front. Chesterton was unanimously 
elected its first Chairman. 

At first, as often happens, the merger 
went well. Imperceptably, an unease 
developed, due perhaps to the coming to- 
gether of two somewhat diverse groups 
which Chesterton found a little trying. If to 
this was added the basic disadvantage that 
he — the Chairman — was obliged, for health 
reasons to winter in Cape Town for six 
months of each year, it was not altogether 
surprising that a small group addressed a 
memorandum to him requesting that he 
relinquish certain duties associated with his 
Chairmanship. Chesterton resigned im- 
mediately his Chairmanship and membership 
of the National Front. The event shook the 
National Front and over a year was required 
to shake off the effects since when it has 
advanced steadily and surely receiving, on 
many Occasions, encouragement in the pages 
of Candour. 

Undivided attention was now devoted 
to Candour. For over two years its high 
standard was more than maintained. An 
editorial titled “Where Pluto Reigns”, ap- 
pearing in the June issue, was no exception. 
It was, alas, one of the last Candours to be 
published in Chesterton’s life-time. Soon 
ended twenty years of unbroken editorship 
of the journal he created, surmounted by all 
the previous work for the cause of “Britain 
first”’. 


HIS FIGHTING SPIRIT 


In this brief account of Chesterton’s 
life and work, certain characteristics became 
clear beyond doubt. Whether as a soldier, 
journalist, owner-editor or Chairman of the 
National Front his fighting spirit pre- 
dominated and never waned. Determined 
and hating compromise on matters of prin- 
ciple, he set an example which is almost 
unknown in public life today. 

That he was feared by politicians of all 
parties and the media cannot be doubted, 
which is shown by an anecdote related by a 
friendly M.P. (who died recently): Chesterton 
was a guest at a dinner given by The Royal 
United Services Institution. A prominent

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A LOYALIST 


IT HAS BEEN suggested in this journal that 
the falling off of Army recruitment is due to 
the pacifist attitudes inculcated in our youth. 
Whilst this is undoubtedly one cause, there 
is another — the situation in Ulster. Heroism 
in a worthy cause is one thing; suicide is 
something quite different, and alien to the 
British people. How many of our potential 
young soldiers are going to enlist when they 
know that the Government is going to stand 
them on a street corner to be shot down like 
ducks in a shooting gallery? More British 
troops have been killed in the past few years 
in Ulster than in any other British engage- 
ment since the Second World War, because 
they are not allowed to take the necessary 
retaliatory measures. 

The Government in its liberal dream- 
world has ruled out a military solution in 
Ulster. By continually sending out thousands 
of troops therefore, to do nothing but stand 
around, it is itself guilty of the murder of 
these troops. The restrictions it places upon

cabinet minister was the main speaker who 
uttered such trash that Chesterton interrupted 
and told him so. More than consternation 
followed when the minister subsequently 
held consultations with the Attorney General 
and Solicitor General to ascertain if it was 
possible to find some cause to bring that 
man to court. It was found an impossible 
task and moreover that, in any case, it would 
be unwise to give him a platform in the 
witness box!! 

That unsolicited recognition of Chester- 
ton’s truthful and factual reporting was due 
to his many contacts, here and abroad, 
whose information was checked and double 
checked prior to publication. 

That reputation for rigorous presen- 
tation of the truth had its effects on all 
elements of the media. He was never bowled 
out. But there were times when those of his 
opponents descended into crude libel — 
seventeen cases in all — in Great Britain, 
South Africa and Australia when, in each 
case, Chesterton prevailed and the media had 
to pay damages and substantial costs. 

There was, perhaps, unexpectedly, a 
strain of humour in Chesterton’s make-up. 
Nothing seemed to please him more than to 
play a joke on his rivals which he designed 
with consummate skill. Thus Austen Brooks 
who wore a long beard — prior to it becoming 
fashionable — was directed to hire the 
clothing and regalia of an archbishop. So 
attired he presented himself at a Common- 
wealth Conference and was mistaken for 
Archbishop Makarios of Cyprus — until he 
was ejected. 

Again a merchant seaman was directed

the Army such as only being allowed to fire 
when first fired upon and holding public 
enquiries when this rule is broken, only 
allowing it the use of small arms when the 
enemy has bombs and rockets and freeing 
the terrorists from the death penalty, in- 
evitably means that more soldiers than I.R.A. 
members will be killed. What a way to 
fight a war! No wonder the terrorists are 
laughing. 

The first point our government must 
understand is that Ulster is part of the United 
Kingdom, just as Cornwall and East Anglia 
are, and that when a foreign power, official 
or otherwise, lays claim to it with force of 
arms, it must be resisted with all means 
available. There can be no compromise or 
‘negotiations’ on an issue like that or one day 
we shall find that we have no country left. 
A minority could rebel in any part of the 
country and demand independence, and 
would do so if the terrorists win Ulster 
because the international forces that are 


backing the I.R.A. are the same forces that 
are attacking British sovereignty in every 
other quarter. The Government was quick 
enough to-go -to the ‘defence’. of other 
countries in the past that were strictly none 
of our business, yet when it comes to the 
defence of our own country they consider 
‘negotiating’ and appeasing. All that ‘nego- 
tiating’ can achieve is a compromise, i.e. the 
surrender of part of our homeland to an 
invading power. 


MAJORITY NOT IRISH 


The second point our Government 
must understand is that the majority of 
Ulstermen are not Irish. They are of English 
and Scottish descent and wish to stay 
British. Government figures make much 
ado about the supposed lack of democracy 
in Portugal and Greece etc. yet they are 
prepared to ignore the democratic wishes of 
the Ulster majority if possible, in the interests 
of a ‘peaceful settlement’, i.e. surrender. 

The third point that must be under- 
stood is that even if it were desirable, it is 
impossible to reason with the 1.R.A. History 
should have taught our politicians that they 
have never been open to reason. If they were 
capable of reasoning they would have turned 
their guns on the Dublin Government when 
it took Eire into the E.E.C. For by this 
they have lost far more Irish sovereignty 
than they would gain by taking Ulster. It is 
only their blind unreasoning hatred of Britain 
that keeps them battling in the north. 

If therefore negotiations are out, both 
on principle and because of the inability of 
the I.R.A. to reason, then the only possible 
solution is a military solution. Once this 
fundamental truth has been accepted, the 
battle is half won. Moreover, if we are going 
to try for a military solution there must be 
no holds barred. There must be no holding 
back for fear of creating ‘incidents’ or 
martyrs or for fear of pushing the Catholics 
into the arms of the I.R.A. The army must 
have all the weapons and scope that it needs 
as in any real war. We should have learned 
by now that the I.R.A. does not need any 
‘provocation’ to unleash its terror on 
innocent citizens. Neither does it need any 
martyrs for it does not stop short of the 
crudest lying propaganda in creating all the 
martyrs it needs. In addition it already has 
most of the Catholic population in a strangle- 
hold- of -intimidation. Nothing we do can 
make these situations any worse than they 
are now, so we might as well get on with the 
job and ruthlessly put an end to it. The 
acceptance of this basic philosophy of all- 
out war and no compromise with the I.R.A. 
is the most important step. Once this has 


to attend a mass meeting of the United 
Nations Association in Trafalgar Square 
where he very professionally hauled down 
the United Nations flag and pulled up the 
Union Jack — only the Press realised the 
significance of the joke! And yet another 
of many such acts was performed by the 
brilliant Leslie Greene who contrived to get 
a seat on the platform at a Conservative 
meeting. She actually addressed the meeting 
until she was ejected. It was the only way 
to get press coverage for the League of 
Empire Loyalists. 

And so this brilliant and versatile man 
will not pass our way again. That he will be 
sadly missed by all his supporters is obvious. 
But Arthur Kenneth Chesterton has a living 
memorial in his great and incomparable 
exposure of power politics The New Unhappy 
Lords, for his written work will endure to 
influence future generations. As a final 
tribute, I would like to quote Tennyson’s 
lines on the death of another great patriot. 

Yet remember all 
He spoke among you, and the man who spoke; 
Who never sold the truth to serve the hour. 
He leaves a devoted widow. 


Note. It is important that the reader should not 
place a narrow interpretation on the phrase Inter- 
national Finance. This is because the disasters that 
have flowed from it include, for example, Britain’s 
entry into the Common Market and the coloured 
invasion of these islands which were dealt with 
repeatedly by Chesterton and about ten years 
before any other writer woke up to the dangers.

been taken, the actual military steps would 
be ludicrously simple. 

First and foremost would be the sealing 
of the border with barbed wire, gun turrets 
and minefields, and the patrol of the coast 
with gunboats. This would prevent the 
I.R.A. from receiving any further supplies 
and prevent their escape after acts of 
terrorism. If Russia can do this across a 
whole continent, we can surely do it around 
Ulster. If either the Government or citizens 
of Eire were found to be aiding the terrorists 
in any way, all trade would be ended with 
that country. This would so damage the 
Irish economy that the Dublin Government 
would be forced to declare a genuine all-out 
war on the I.R.A. As it is, the present Irish 
Government seems to be doing more to curb 
the I.R.A. than the British Government so 
such measures may not be necessary. 


DEATH PENALTY 


The next step would consist of passing 
legislation to bring the death penalty to all 
terrorists and persons found harbouring or 
aiding them. Rather than pushing Catholics 
into the I.R.A. this would persuade most of 
them to remain neutral, leaving only a small 
hardcore of terrorists to be dealt with. To 
root these out, instead of using soldiers as 
live baits as at present, a large plain-clothed 
and armed police force would be trained and 
merged with the population. Again, if Russia 
can keep the peace with 200 million potential 
dissidents in this way, we can surely do the 
same with a few hundred terrorists in Ulster. 
The only difference would be that whereas 
Russia uses these methods to enslave the 
entire civil population, we would use them 
to clamp down on a handful of alien 
terrorists. 

To avoid the present fiasco of 
frightened juries failing to convict terrorists, 
the power of conviction must go to a panel 
of judges. In other words trial by jury would 
have to be suspended during the operation 


of the programme, which if these methods: 


were adopted would last no more than a few 
months. Britain was able to clear all the 
Malayan jungles of thousands of Communist 
terrorists after the war. Given the same will 
there is no reason why she should not do 
the same far more easily in Ulster. Already 
Army intelligence and civil police officers 
know who most of the terrorists are but 
cannot catch them, either because it is too 
easy for them to escape over the border, 
because juries are too frightened to convict 
them or because sympathisers can harbour 
them with impunity. On the rare occasions 
when they are convicted or interned, they 
are given the honourable status of ‘political 
prisoner’ and put in a holiday camp to 
become ‘martyrs’ until such time as Mr. 
Whitelaw decides to try a little more appease- 
ment by releasing them. Far from being a 
deterrent, such methods are a positive induce- 
ment for would-be young ‘heroes’ to join 


the I.R.A. Even if all internees have not 
been found guilty of atrocities, simply 
belonging to the I.R.A. constitutes the 
aiding and abetting of terrorism and should 
therefore render one liable to the death 
penalty. 

The methods we suggest are definitely 
not the best way to run a legal system in 
peace time, but this is war and in all wars 
enemy spies, traitors and _plain-clothed 
terrorists are rooted out and disposed of in 
this way. In case critics are tempted to use 
the words ‘Gestapo’ or ‘fascism’ in referring 
to such methods, they should remember that 


these are the methods that British forces have 
used in every war and counter insurgency 
operation prior to the Ulster problem and 
they are the only methods that have been 
found successful. It is surely better to adopt 
such methods of cure for a short period than 
to allow the enemy to continue maiming and 
killing hundreds of innocent citizens every 
year, with no end in sight. The fact that the 
Government has seen fit to use such methods 
in all other wars, yet declines to use them 
in Ulster, raises some very serious questions 
about their intentions with regard to the 
survival of Britain.

Belfast’s Queen’s University. Its main inspirator 
and best known figure is the Trostkyite MP for the 
Bogside, Londonderry, Bernadette Devlin. Berna- 
dette Devlin’s father was an IRA gangster, who, one 
gathers from her autobiography, went on bombing 
expeditions to England. 

Devlin is a very close associate of the 
International Socialists, so that the question of her 
membership of that group is merely academic. 
She has frequently taken a prominent part in IS 
organised demonstrations, and regularly appears in 
IS publications. 


PROVOCATIVE MARCH GLORIFIED 


Another associate of Peoples Democracy is 
Bowes Egan. Egan and a man called Vincent 
McCormack were joint authors of a book called 
Burntollet which glorified a provocative “Civil 
Rights” march in Northern Ireland which took 
place in January, 1969. Devlin, Egan and 
McCormack were all Queen’s University students, 
and Devlin and McCormack studied together in 
that University’s Department of Psychology. 

In view of the established violent record of 
these organisations, in view of the activities of 
their international associates, in view of their long 
standing connection with and support for the 
Provisional IRA it must surely be considered more 
than merely significant that the series of bombings 
in London commenced only one month after they 
and the IRA came together to form the Anti- 
Internment Ad Hoc Committee. 

Surely it is not insignificant that the bombs 
initially used in the bombing campaign were small- 
scale, crude and amateur devices of the sort likely 
to be employed by persons new to bombing . ..a 
description which does not fit IRA operatives but 
which would surely fit IRA supporters living in 
London? 

Surely it is not insignificant that the initial 
targets selected by the London bombers were the 
sort of targets much more ‘dear to the heart’ of 
communist revolutionaries than IRA men — 
departmental stores, the Stock Exchange, etc.? 
The IRA car-bomb offensive in London in March 
of this year — held on the date of the Ulster 
referendum — indicated quite clearly what the 
priority targets of that organisation were: the 
Army Recruiting Office in Whitehall, Scotland 
Yard and the Old Bailey. Likewise the size and 
type of bomb employed indicates the difference 
between a campaign carried out by IRA operatives 
and other elements. 

There is every good reason to believe there- 
fore that the current series of bombings in London 
has come about as a result of collaboration between 
the IRA and its various Trotskyite supporters in 
London and other parts of the United Kingdom. It 
may even have been that Trotskyite fanatics in 
London initiated the present series of bombings 
simply in order to stampede the IRA into taking 
the decision to extend its campaign on a permanent 


basis, by showing that while things may now be 
difficult for bombers in Northern Ireland, London 
and Birmingham are ‘soft’ targets. 


BANNING IRA NOT ENOUGH 


Of late there has been some good sense 
talked by some MP’s concerning the urgent necessity 
to ban the IRA and Sinn Fein in the United 
Kingdom, and to impose greater controls on Eire 
citizens living in or visiting England, Scotland and 
Wales. These steps, even if they are taken, will be 
quite ineffective unless similar action is taken to 
suppress the activities of the international 
Trotskyite-communist revolutionary network which 
is clearly bent on spreading the conflagration in 
Northern Ireland throughout the whole of Britain. 

It should be remembered that these same 
revolutionary groups are now going all out to ex- 
tend their influence among the members of the 
Coloured Immigrant community in Britain, and are 
infiltrating the various Black Power and Black 
Panther groups which regularly engage in “Civil 
Rights” riots against the Police in Immigrant 
inundated areas such as South London and Liver- 
pool. The writing is on the wall. But the Edward 
Heaths, the Harold Wilsons and the Jeremy Thorpes 
of this world have already proven themselves too 
weak, too indecisive and too cowardly to take the 
appropriate action. 

Thus in the long run it will be seen that there 
is only one force which has the will to protect the 
British people from chaos and anarchy: the National 
Front. The future of destruction, rioting, con- 


flagrations and social collapse which will un- 
doubtedly be the lot of the British nation within 
the next decade may prove to be the necessary 
agonies of a national awakening — the birth pains 
of a nation being reborn.

RICHARD LAWSON 


The Con-Men 
of Conservatism 


DESPITE its reputedly patriotic image it has 
been the Conservative Party, rather than the 
avowedly internationalist Labour Party, that 
has played the major part in Britain’s post- 
war decline. 

Whatever one’s views on the desirability 
of the Empire it is undoubtedly true that it 
was principally destroyed by men of the 
very party that posed as imperialist. With 
the exception of India, most of our overseas 
territories were relinquished to barbarism 
during Tory administrations, and in accor-' 
dance with the changing interests of the 
ruling establishment as it was infiltrated by 
and incorporated into the international 
financial system in both its broadest and 
most particular meanings. 

The Tories were of course directly 
engaged in puffing up the very Winds of 
Change they pretended to be running before. 
On the death of Ian Macleod, Harold Wilson 
commented that: “He showed his courage 
combined with his ineradicable liberalism on 
matters of race and human equality in the 
significant contribution he made to de- 
colonisation and his work in bringing one 
ex-colony after another to nationhood and 
sovereignty.” The fact that these so-called 
‘ex-colonies’ are neither nations nor sovereign 
has been amply demonstrated by such writers 
as Ivor Benson. 

Probably the most reprehensible aspect 
of this whole sorry story was the betrayal of 
ex-patriate British communities such as the 
one in Kenya. Readers need hardly be 
reminded of the way in which the present 
Tory Government is harassing the Rhodesians. 

Britain’s entry into the Common 
Market is the greatest single step towards 
sublimating us to a One World Communist 
slave state yet suffered in the course of 
British history. It has been undertaken by a 
Tory Government with the Labour Party 
officially opposing it, if only nominally. 


IMMIGRANT FLOOD 


Although the Labour Party passed the 
1948 British Nationality Act, it was during 
the thirteen years of Tory betrayal that the 
vast majority of coloured immigrants flooded 
in. Whereas the last Labour administration 
was moved by the pressure of public outrage 
to stem, or at least to hide, Asiatic immig- 
ration from the East African state of Kenya, 
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the Tories have openly admitted that from 
the East African state of Uganda. 

It was the ‘Conservative and Unionist’ 
Party which suspended the democratically 
elected Parliament of Ulster and replaced it 
by the dictatorship of an unelected com- 
mission. The Labour Party had never dared 
to impose this foretaste of rule under the 
E.E.C. Though conciliatory to those who 
want to overthrow British supremacy in 
Ulster, Whitelaw is intolerant of browbeaten 
Loyalists. His main aim seems to be to resign 
everybody to the continuing fate of indis- 
criminate bombing, murder and terrorism. 

The introduction of proportional rep- 
resentation was done in the hope that a 
caretaker government of the middle-class 
‘peace at any price’ Alliance Party and the 
so-called Social Democratic and Labour 
Party (really composed of Republicans and 
Marxists) could take over as a prerequisite 
for handing Ulster over to the South. 

In October 1972, Edward Heath pro- 
duced an economic package that was hailed 
by Nicholas Kaldor as being more truly 
‘Socialist’ than anything attempted under 
Labour. The way in which workers’ wages 
have been held down by statutory control 
while prices have shot up, is as interesting an 
example of what Kaldor sees as_ true 
‘Socialism’ as it is an example of what Heath 
thinks compatible with ‘free enterprise’. The 
explanation lies in the fact that what Heath 
and Kaldor both want is not necessarily 


‘Capitalism’ or ‘Socialism’ but simply 
monopoly. 
HOUSE OF LORDS 


Thold no particular brief for the House 
of Lords, but it is noteworthy that the move 
to overthrow the exclusive hereditary nature 
of this assembly of conservative Conservatives 
was undertaken by none other than a 
Conservative Government with the Life 
Peerage Act of 1958. This has opened the 
gate for the wholesale infiltration of ‘liberals’ 
and blacks that would never be elected by 
the people. This success in Lords reform 
was not matched by Labour who were 
forced to drop their Bill. 

How was it that the very party that 
claimed to be conservative and patriotic has 
done the most to overthrow its own 


traditions? The answer is fairly obvious. 

It was simply because the Conservative 
Party waved the Union Jack that it escaped 
censure. They could always claim that they 
were acting in the ‘national’ interest. Exactly 
the same ruse was used to justify social 
oppression — thus giving many working men 
a hatred of their own country and the Irish 
and Welsh a hatred of the English. All in all, 
the English ruling class has a lot of people to 
answer to, not least ourselves. 

Even though the red, white and blue 
has been openly discarded in favour of some 
sickly yellow stars on a blue background, the 
old myths are still employed. Seemingly 
patriotic slogans are ingeniously, if rather 
thinly, used to fit the current demands of the 
drive to internationalism. The Tory ideal of 
‘One Nation’, for example, really means one 
nation irrespective of race, colour, culture or 
creed. It is calculated to make us aquiesce 
in the reduction of Britain to a mongrelized 
slag heap. Again, we are going into Europe 
to dominate it. 


DEAFENING SILENCE 


This superficial stance renders it im- 
possible for many good ordinary honest 
people to think that the Conservative Party 
is anything but patriotic. The same happens 
in Parliament. When internationalist postures 
are taken up by the Labour Party the back- 
bench Tory ‘Right’ sees them for what they 
are and denounces them with the full support 
of the frontbench. When the very same 
attitudes are taken up by Tory ministers, 
however, they are met by a rather peculiar 
kind of deafening silence. Any Tory M.P.s 
still left with a twinge of a critical faculty for 
independent judgement may shift a little 
uneasily in their seats but that is all. They 
then settle down again and go back to sleep. 

I believe that many patriots continue 
to vote Tory not for any positive reasons, but 
because they are afraid of what they imagine 
by the term ‘Socialism’. In light of the Tory 
record itself that is an absolutely absurd 
position to hold. 

Equally absurd is the position of other 
patriotic people who vote Labour — not 
because they have some belief in ‘Socialism’ 
(whatever that may mean) but because they 
mistrust Big Business. 

The truth of the matter is that the real 
threat to our British way of life comes 
neither from ‘Socialism’ nor from Big 
Business as such, but from a combination of 
the two. At the real apex of world power the 
forces of collectivism and monopoly 
capitalism are one and the same. ‘Socialism’ 
is a mere tool of International Finance in its 
quest for a World economic and political 
monopoly. 

The Conservative Party is not more or 
less dedicated to paving the way for 
domination by the international power clique 
— it is simply more successful.

RACE-A GROWING 


CANADIAN 


ACCORDING to Benjamin Disraeli, “the 
nation that ignores race does so at its peril.” 
Unfortunately that is true in the Dominion 
of Canada today. The immigration policy of 
the Trudeau ministry has rightly been 
termed ‘the most wide-open immigration 
policy in the world.’ According to Jean 
Marchand, former Minister of Immigration, 
33 per cent of the immigrants to the 
Dominion in the period 1966—1971 were 
non-white. This augurs ill for the future, 
considering the racial strife in the U.S.A. and 
the heavy concentration of non-European 
immigrants in major British cities. 

The Toronto Daily Star, a vociferous 
advocate of republicanism, on 22nd March 
stated that ‘a massive shift now under way 
in federal immigration policy will bring a 
higher number of non-white immigrants to 
Canada in the next few years, the parliamen- 
tary secretary to Immigration Minister Robert 
Andras said last night. He said that the 
government will open several new immig- 
ration offices in Africa and Asia this year and 
next.’ 

Recently Mr. Andras observed that 
“India, for instance, could become the 
number one source of immigrants in a few 
years.” The Minister of Immigration is a 
self-described supporter of a multi-racial 
society. He said that a new immigration 
office would also be opened in South Korea. 

The cabinet minister said: “I’d like to 
hear what the Canadian people have to say.” 
Such a statement is most ironic, considering 
that the electorate has never been consulted 
on the question of non-white immigration. 
Many would call it another example of the 
arrogance of the Trudeau administration. 

In 1961 there were, according to the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 35,000 blacks 
in the entire country; today there is well 
over double that number in Toronto alone. 
More and more non-whites are in evidence 
in major Canadian cities. 

Do the people of Canada approve of a 
suicidal policy of non-white immigration 
considering what has happened elsewhere? 
Their voice is yet to be heard. But make no 
mistake; in time it will be heard to the 
farthest reaches of the land. 

A deliberate policy of encouraging 
non-white immigration is objectionable on 
several grounds; first, backward countries 
are deprived of some of their talented 
people; secondly, throughout history inte- 
gration has failed; thirdly, with high un- 
employment throughout the Dominion, the 
encouragement of non-white immigration 


PROBLEM 


is absurd. In addition, the distinguished 
Spanish scholar, Don Salvador de Madariaga, 
has noted “the right of any nation to regulate 
its demographic composition should be con- 
sidered as sacred by any liberal-minded man.” 

The Dominion of Canada is a white 
country. According to the 1961 Census 
(1971 totals not available at present), 43.8 
per cent of the population is of British 
descent (English, Scottish, Irish, Welsh etc.), 
30.4 per cent French and 25.8 per cent of 
other nationalities (the main ones being 
German, Ukrainian, Italian). Considering 
the great cultural diversity of the country 
and the precarious nature of national unity, 
it would be foolhardy to add a non-white 
element. 

The sickly smokescreen of lily-white 
liberal propaganda has obscured the subject 
of race for too long. The subject of racial 
differences has been studied by such scholars 
as H. B. Isherwood, Dr. Arthur Jensen, Dr. 
Henry Garrett, and Professor Robert Gayre 
of Gayre, who have provided specific evidence 
with which to confound critics. 

In the past, the Dominion had the 


‘White. Canada Policy’, which resolutely ex- 
cluded all non-whites. When it was in effect, 
record numbers of immigrants came to 
Canada. Today there is crashing Anglophobia 
in Ottawa, a growing non-white population, 
and the threat to freedom implicit in the 
menace of republicanism. 

Unless something is done to curtail 
non-white immigration and preserve the 
European character of the Canadian popu- 
lation, the future of this Dominion is in peril. 
A Canadian Enoch Powell will arise who will 
demand strict measures to keep Canada white.

If other groups or branches are thinking 
of trying this method, we urge that they 
resist the temptation to close the canvass 
just because the customer at first says that 
he is satisfied with things as they are. You 
may be throwing away some of the most 
promising material.

SIR: I see from recent newspaper reports 
that Jzvestia, the Russian paper, has been 
calling for an improvement in Anglo-Soviet 
relations. Such calls, despite the welcome 
they receive from the liberal papers in 
Britain, should be treated with caution. 

A study of Russia’s past relations with 
other countries will show that she rarely has 
friendly contacts with those countries with- 
out pursuing an ulterior motive. It was so 
when Britain found it necessary to expel 
105 Soviet diplomats. Perhaps even worse is 
the ability of the U.S.S.R. to smile in a 
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country’s face, and then to kick that country 
in the stomach when least expected — witness 
in Hungary in 1956, or in Czechoslovakia 
five years ago, for example. 

Even now, with the U.S.S.R. dependent 
on Western technology and U‘S. grain for 
survival, they can twist the improved state 
of East-West relations to their favour. They 
can, now, to a certain extent influence the 
way in which Western governments work. 
Herr Willy Brandt, for example, under Com- 
munist pressure has agreed to prosecute 
those who are responsible for helping people 
to escape from the East to the West. 

When all this is taken into consideration 
when we look at the call made by /zvestia, a 
clearer picture emerges. With Britain “tied 
up” as the other Western powers are “tied 
up”, the U.S.S.R. would no longer have cool 
diplomatic relations with any major power 
in the West. She could then devote all her 
energies to her cold war with China. She 
could expect more technological aid and 
advice from Britain — all in all Britain is in 
danger of becoming a prop for a Communist 
State. If that does occur — and it might with 
governments in Britain dedicated to co- 


operation with the U.S.S.R. — then it will - 


not only be a sad day for Britain but also for 
the whole of the West.

Having heard his brash insolence to 
Mr. Smith while under the protection of the 
press, his pitiful whinings during his brief 
incarceration were to be expected as being 
characteristic of a certain type of individual.

Arrogant Bigot 


More than 80 Arab immigrant workers 
walked out of a Birmingham factory recently 
because two of their number had been asked 
to assist in cleaning the lavatories at the 
engineering works at which they were em- 
ployed. They declared that cleaning lava- 
tories was “beneath” them and “contrary to 
their religion” and implied that all the 
lavatories, including those which they used 
should either be cleaned by the White 
workers at the factory, or that a special low 
caste of Arabs known as Khadam should be 
specially imported to perform menial tasks 
for them. 

Mr. S. A. Abdi, the Arabs welfare 
officer, supported their claim and declared: 
“Lavatory cleaning is beneath our race. If 
these men had allowed themselves to be 
bullied into cleaning the toilets, it would have 
been the equivalent of a terrible sin. In our 
country we have a special caste of servant, 
the Khadam, who clean lavatories.” 

The two Arabs who refused to obey 
the instruction to assist with the lavatory 
cleaning have been sacked. This decision was 
endorsed by Mr. James Grinrod, convenor of 
the works union committee. He said: ‘‘The 
management warning to these two men was 
endorsed by a majority of the works com- 
mittee, who are all A.LE.U. members. We are 
not having people refusing this sort of work 
on ‘religious’ grounds.” 

Already the Birmingham Branch of the 
Race Relations industry is preparing to take 
up the cause of the Arabs in this dispute. The 
fact that the Arabs’ position is essentially 
racialist and discriminatory does not concern 
these ethno-masochists, of course. Race 
Relations Industry operatives will lose no 
opportunity to provide Coloured Immigrants 
with special privileges and also — as this case 
graphically demonstrates — to rub the faces 
of White people in the mire. 

There are two lessons to be learned 
from this case, one for the White workers 
and one for employers. White workers will 
only be able to prevent being made the 
servants of Coloured Immigrants if they make 
sure that all their union representatives are 
patriotic White men. Employers now have a 
valid reason for keeping Arabs and other 
Muslim immigrants out of their employ by 
indicating to such applicants that lavatory 
cleaning may well be a part of their duties. 
The Koran may well exempt Arabs from 
lavatory cleaning, but the Race Relations 
Act.does not. 

Finally some questions need to be 
asked: exactly on what basis were Arabs 
allowed to settle in Britain? Which part of

the Commonwealth have they come from? 
How many Arabs are there in Britain? How 
many are coming in each month, and by- 
whose authority? 


Asian Birthrate Menace 


Whatever became of the 1971 Census 
which was launched with so much ballyhoo? 
With the sophisticated computers at the 
disposal of the Government we should by 
now have been deluged with all manner of 
statistical analysis concerning Britain’s popu- 
lation, but we have not. 

The reason for the sparing reports is 
because so much of ,the information is of 
such a horrifying nature that it has become 
political dynamite which the Government — 
and particularly the Race Relations Industry 
— has been anxious to play down. The 
editors of the national press have co-operated 
with this hush-up operation. 

One startling fact, which was mentioned 
by the bye in the ‘quality’ press such as The 
Times on 20th July but, so far as I can tell, 
was suppressed in the ‘popular’ papers, is as 
follows:— 

While every 1,000 white British women 
aged between 16 and 45 years of age produce 
only 85 babies per year, every’ 1,000 Asian 
Immigrant women in the same age group 
produce 200 babies a year! The West Indian 
birth-rate is alleged to be falling, but even so 
every 1,000 West Indian women in the same 
age group produce 115 babies per year. 

There is no chance of the Asian 
birthrate “levelling out” as the West Indian 
birthrate appears to have done, as it is an 
indelible part of the cultures of the Indian 
sub-Continent to encourage a very high 
degree of fecundity. Nowhere in the world 
where Indians have settled have they con- 
trolled their birthrate, even after achieving 
a high standard of living. On the contrary 
within two or three generations host com- 
munities where Indians have settled are 
confronted with a challenge for the possession 
of their own native land. 

Even if all Coloured Immigration were 
to cease tomorrow, the Asian population in 
Britain is such a size that it is only a matter 
of time before Indian and Pakistani “‘settlers”’ 
become colonists. But Coloured Immig- 
ration, so far from being stopped, is on the 
increase. 


Blatant Discrimination 


In recent weeks Spearhead has been 
getting a steady stream of information con- 
cerning the various means the Government 


and local authorities are giving the Asian 
invaders preference treatment in such matters 
as housing and welfare. One of the most 
Outrageous examples was a special circular 
issued to the managers of Social Security 
offices about two months ago. The circular 
was marked “confidential” and the directions 
to managers on it were that the circular 
should be read to but not given to social 
security staff (presumably for fear that copies 
would get into the “wrong hands” — ice. 
ours). 

The circular was full of sob-stuff about 
the “plight of the Ugandan Asians in Britain” 
and how even though they have already been 
given much necessary help, and even though 
many had been able to set up businesses and 
get homes quickly, “there are many whose 
period of need is far from over’ and that 
Social Security staff should be prepared to 
be “particularly sympathetic” in regard to 
claims from Ugandan Asians. No such 
circular has ever been issued in respect of 
deprived sections of the British White com- 
munity, such as our Old Folk. Standard 
‘codes’ of payment exist to serve their needs, 
and that is that. 

From the general to the particular, the 
most outrageous example of racial discrimin- 
ation against British White people and in 
favour of Asians in the matter of housing was 
given by Bournemouth Council last August. 
It has been revealed that an Asian family, 
which already had a Social Security subsidised 
flat, and which in addition had a total net 
income from Government hand-out sources 
of £45 per week, was given a large house in a 
smart residential area by the Council. The 
rental on the property is heavily subsidised 
by local ratepayers. 

The regulations which insist that 
families have to be resident in the area for 
more than five years was waived in their case, 
despite the fact that they already had a home, 
and despite the fact that more than 1,200 
families in desperate need of a home had a 
prior claim. 

Objectors to this blatant act of dis- 
crimination against White families have been 
described as “‘racialists”’!

CAR STICKER 


CAMPAIGN 


Albion Press, the publishers of Spear- 
head, have in collaboration with the National 
Front started a big nation-wide car-sticker 
campaign against the Common Market. An 
attractive red, white and blue sticker, 
featuring a Union Jack and the words ‘“‘Get 
Britain out of the Common Market’ has 
been produced. In order to obtain the 
widest possible circulation throughout the 
country and to minimise the possibility of 
car windows being smashed, the NF name has 
not been printed on the sticker, butonly the 
name and address in small type of Albion 
Press, the suppliers, so that people seeing the 
sticker will know where to apply for copies 
themselves. Indirectly the National Front 
will of course benefit from this campaign as 
it becomes known among people who use 
and distribute the stickers what their source 
is. It was decided by the NF Directorate, 
however, that the absence of ‘National 
Front’ from the sticker will encourage great 
number of non-NF members to use it. 

Anti-Market car stickers have been 
seen rarely in recent times, although the call 
for them is greater than ever.

KINGSLEY READ LEADS 
BLACKBURN RESIDENTS 


Blackburn National Front Branch 
stepped right into the heart of grass-roots 
community politics last August immediately 
the Labour controlled Blackburn Council 
issued a shock announcement that it in- 
tended to tear down the homes of more than 
4,000 families as part of a “slum clearance” 
programme. 

This scheme produced an uproar of 
protests from thousands of Blackburnians — 
and not just those who are the intended 
victims of the scheme. The homes concerned 
in many cases are perfectly decent and ade- 
quate, and in other cases the property could 
be easily brought up to an adequate standard 
by means of renovations and improvements 
which would cost much less than tearing 
down all the houses and building entirely 
new properties. 

It is well known, however, that thelocal 
Council is committed to vastly expensive and 
grandiose road building and development 
schemes — schemes over which speculators, 
property developers, contractors and money 
lenders have long been licking their lips. The 
people of Blackburn have a fine community 
spirit and do not want to be re-housed in 
high-rise rabbit warrens and soulless new 
estates built on valuable farming land.

formed protest and action groups to resist 
the plan, and these groups quickly came 
together to establish a central liaison com- 
mittee. At a packed public meeting called 
by the Residents’ Liaison Committee on 
23rd August, Mr. J. Kingsley Read, Chair- 
man of Blackburn NF Branch and NF Pros- 
pective Parliamentary Candidate for Black- 
burn, was elected by acclaim to be the 
Committee’s chief spokesman. The Com- 
mittee is also supported by a number of 
local Conservative Councillors, and by one 
ex-Alderman of the Council who resigned 
from the Labour Party recently on account 
of Communist and International Socialist 
infiltration. 

This decision had the result of Mr. 
Read being granted a series of long interviews 
on Radio Blackburn in which he explained 
the residents’ case. This enraged the Labour 
Party and its extreme Left Wing allies, and at 
a further public meeting held on 28th 
August, the local leader of the International 
Socialists tried to cause trouble by shouting 
that Mr. Read “‘is a fascist”. He was howled 
down and bundled out of the hall by the 
audience within a couple of minutes. 

The Liaison Committee sought an 
interview with the leaders of the Labour 
majority on the Council, but they refused to 
meet any deputation which included Mr. 
Read. The residents replied saying that the 
Councillors’ attitude was “dictatorial” and 
that they would not send any deputation to 
the Town Hall which did not include Mr. 
Read. 


Following these developments Mr. Read 
and his Liaison Committee colleagues have 
organised a mass march of residents in the 
city. Letters have been sent to local M.P.’s 
in the area and to the Secretary of State for 
the Environment. Local press and radio 


reports make it clear that a mass movement 
of protest has sprung up, and that Blackburn 
Council have a real fight on their hands. It 
is also clear that the residents have adopted 
Mr. Read to be their spokesman because 
they know he is not involved in the Old Gang 
party machines.
